Florida GOP

Hatfield, Morton 
Slated for Posts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
trol 
of 
Florida’s

party and the selection of a 
Democratic senatorial opponent 
for Republican Bud Wilkinson, 
former University of Oklahoma 
football coach, spiced primary 
elections in three states today. 
Sen. Barry Coldwater was cer­ 
tain to pick up strength in his 
bid for the Republican presiden­ 
tial nomination no matter what 
the outcome of today’s Florida 
primary. 
Two rival slates were entered 
—one pledged to the Arizona 
senator and endorsed by him 
and the second unpledged but 
with most of its members favor­ 
ing him for the nomination. 
In Oklahoma, officials pre­ 
dicted 500,000 voters would turn 
out for the runoff primary to 
deside 
whether 
U.S. Sen.

Howard Edmondson or State 
Sen. Fred Harris will oppose 
Wilkinson in

election. Wilkinson was nomi­ 
nated by Republicans for the 
Senate seat now held by Ed 
mondson in the May 5 primary. 
Most observers rated the bit­ 
ter Democratic match a tossup. 
In Kentucky, widespread vot­ 
er apathy was reported in a 
primary election to select Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican nomi­ 
nees for the U.S. House of Rep­ 
resentatives. 
The GOP National Committee 
meets today to approve Sen. 
Thruston B. Morton of Ken­ 
tucky and Gov. Mark Hatfield 
of Oregon as the top officers for 
the party’s 1964 convention. 
The convention arrangements 
committee named Morton perm­ 
anent chairman 
Monday. 
He 
had no opposition. 
Overcoming opposition from 
Coldwater backers, the commit­ 
tee combined the jobs of tem­ 
porary chairman and keynote 
speaker and gave them to Hat­ 
field. 
Generally Morton is consid­ 
ered a moderate Republican. 
Hatfield, who usually is associ­ 
ated with the party’s liberal 
wing, had been recommended 
for permanent chairman by the 
Republican Governor's Confer­ 
ence. 
Neither man has openly sup­ 
ported any of the potential GOP 
presidential nominees.

In New Hampshire’s first pri­ 
mary, Coldwater was account­ 
ed as something less than an en­ 
thusiastic campaigner. In Ore 
gon he canceled out personal 
appearances a month before the 
voting when the polls indicated 
he wasn’t doing so well. He was 
second to Henry Cabot Lodge in 
New Hampshire and third be­ 
hind Rockefeller and Lodge in 
Oregon. 
But California is a different 
story. Goldwater is showing for 
the first time that, shoved into 
a corner, he can fight hard.

During 
Senate consideration 
of the tax cut bill some senators 
demanded reduction in excises 
along with the income tax reduc­ 
tion. Proponents of the tax re­ 
duction agreed then to future 
hearings on the excise taxes. 
Excise levies cover a wide 
variety of products and serv­ 
ices: cosmetics, jewelry, furs, 
telephone 
tolls, 
automobiles, 
gasoline, 
theater 
admissions, 
sporting goods, liquor and cig­ 
arettes. 
These levies are expected to 
provide $14.6 billion in revenue 
during the fiscal year which be­ 
gins July I—-an increase of $3 
billion since I960. 
Proposals for further revi­ 
sions in income tax rates obvi­ 
ously would be timed to coincide 
with the first balanced budget 
since 1960. 
Treasury officials 
talk about balancing the budget 
in fiscal 1967, which begins July 
I, 1966, although they admit this 
is a tough target. 
A dramatic improvement in 
federal finances obviously would 
improve the chances of persuad­ 
ing Congress to reduce taxes 
further.

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP)—The 
Laotian neutralists claimed to­ 
day that part of their army had 
launched a counterattack and 
driven the Communists back in 
the Muong Kheung sector north­ 
west of the Plaine des Jarres. 
Gen. Amkha Soukhavong, neu­ 
tralist military adviser to Pre­ 
mier Souvanna Phouma, said 
the

had

stopped 12 miles short of their 
next objective, Muong Soui, on 
a main east-west highway from 
the plain. 
Unofficial 
reports 
told 
of 
clashes only seven miles from 
Muong Soui. 
Amkha said a battalion of 
neutralist infantry, 19 tanks and 
8 armored cars, which had been 
routed from their headquarters 
at Muong Kheung, on the north­ 
west fringe of the strategic plain 
recaptured 
two-thirds 
of 
the 
sector. 
Prince Souvanna warned the 
National Assembly that if Muong 
Suoi fell, the Communists would 
threaten the royal capital of Lu­ 
ang Prabang and Vang Vieng on 
the main road south to Vien­ 
tiane. 
Some 2,500 right-wing troops 


were spread out in a defense 
line above Borikhane, about 25 
air miles east of Vientiane. The 
village is the last major right- 
wing defense point between an­ 
other Communist force and the 
rightist-controlled town of Pak* 
sane, on the Mekong River bor­ 
der with Thailand. 
The Communists captured the 
town of Tha Thom 12 days ago 
and are using it as a base 
for a move against Borikhane 
less than 20 miles away. 
Souvanna told the assembly he 
rejected an invitation by the 
Pathet Lao chief, Prince Souph- 
anouvong, to go to his Khang 
Khay headquarters for peace 
talks. Souvanna said he asked 
Souphanouvong 
to meet with 
him at Luang Prabang. 
Diplomatic sources said Brit­ 
tain is considering issuing invi­ 
tations for a consultation h e r e 
of ambassadors from the 14 na­ 
tions of the Geneva conference 
on Laos to discuss steps to 
avoid further deterioration of 
the situation. 
Communist countries are de­ 
manding a full-fledged Geneva 
conference be reconvened and 
are not expected to take part 
in local consultations.

Dirksen said the changes will 
be discussed thoroughly and am­ 
ple time will be allowed for re­ 
buttal 
by 
Southern 
senators, 
who already have pronounced 
the package completely unac­ 
ceptable. 
Some senators have said an 
attempt will be made the sec 
ond week in June to get the 
two-thirds vote needed to invoke 
cloture and shut off the Dixie 
oratory that has blocked action 
on the House-passed bill. 
Dirksen said this may be a 
little early. 
He noted that a jury trial 
amendment has been before the 
Senate for three weeks without 
a final vote.

While reaction to Monday’s 
historic ruling from county and 
state officials was scant, opin­ 
ions were privately voiced that 
the net result would be a public 
school system attended almost 
entirely by Negroes and boycot­ 
ted by white students who would 
continue to study at private, 
segregated schools. 
In delivering the court s main 
opinion, Justice Hugo L. Black 
said “the time for mere ‘delib­ 
erate speed’ has run out, and 
that phrase can no longer justi­ 
fy denying these Prince Edward 
County school children their con­ 
stitutional rights to an educa­ 
tion equal to that afforded by 
the public schools in other parts 
of Virginia.” 
The case, which has journeyed 
through a maze of state and 
federal court decisions since its 
inception in 1951, was sent back 
to the Richmond U.S. District 
Court which was empowered to 
order the county’s schools re­ 
opened. 
Gov. Albertis S. Harrison Jr. 
discussed 
the 
decision 
with 
members of the state attorney 
general’s staff and later told 
newsmen he could say very lit­ 
tle because the case still awaits 
settlement of specific points in 
U.S. District Court. 
Harrison termed the ruling 
manifest a far-reaching deci­ 
sion” in that it marks the first 
time a court has committed it­ 
self to order a legislative body 
to levy taxes. 
This was in reference to word­ 
ing in the decision that the dis­ 
trict court is empowered to re­ 
quire the Prince Edward County 
Board of Supervisors to levy 
the necessary taxes to finance a 
public school system. 
It was the refusal of the su­ 
pervisors in the face of court- 
ordered integration to levy such 
taxes in 1959—and every year 
since — that resulted in the 
Southside Virginia

coming the only locality in the 
nation without public schools. 
During the past five years the 
county’s 
approximately 
1,250 
white children have 
attended 
private schools hastily set up in 
reaction to the court’s integra­ 
tion order. About 1,600 Negro 
children went largely without 
formal schooling until last Sep­ 
tember when—at the urging of 
the late President John F. Ken­ 
nedy—an experimental one-year 
educational program known as 
the Prince Edward Free School 
Foundation was established with 
private funds.

Brazil Emerging 


Observers of the ouster of Brazil's 
far left President Goulart who expect­ 
ed the revolution to direct its momen­ 
tum into sweeping social changes as 
soon as the old regime had been re­ 
moved from office, are disappointed. 
E x ce p t 
for an 
occasional 
booting 
G o u lart supporter, the administration 
of the new president, Humberto Bran­ 
co, h a s been characterized by stability 
and near serenity. 
Stability is probably the one ingredi­ 
ent among many Brazil lacks the most 
in h er economy. Suffering from the 
most numerous and far - reaching ail­ 
ments to be found anywhere in Latin 
America, the erratic behavior of the 
previous administration was at the bot­ 
tom of many of the country’s troubles. 
An exodus of foreign investments of 
several years duration can be blamed 
a l m o s t entirely on the expropriation 
policies of Joao Goulart, policies which 
seldom included compensation to own­ 
ers of seiezd property. 
Many of the industries nationalized 
by Goulart and his cronies will have to 
be rebuilt, if not physically at least 
administratively. M ismanagement by 
politically appointed amateurs contrib­ 
uted heavily to the shambles which is 
Brazil’s economy. 
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Inflation, another inheritance from 
Goulart, is one of the more urgent prob­ 
lems requiring solution. The cost of 
living in Brazil rose more than IOO per 
cent last year, and 
inflation 
is still 
eroding the currency at a rate of 5 per 
cent a month. 
Poverty exists 
in l a r g e 
pockets 
throughout the country and evasion of 
income taxes is still a national past­ 
time. Such b a s i c economic m aladies 
are not remedied in a few weeks, or 
even years. 
The first step toward a solution of 
any of them is to halt the further degen­ 
eration of the economy. Such a policy 
of stability will not produce revolution­ 
ary fireworks, but Brazil has suffered 
more than its share of those in recent 
years. 
As one of President Branco’s chief 
aides, Gen. Carlos Guedes, described 
the Branco plan: 
“It was not exactly a revolutionary 
movement which we carried out. It was 
a counter - revolution. It was a cam ­ 
paign to redeem the people of Brazil 
from the agitators.” 
Something new in revolutions, p e r ­ 
haps, but it sounds like the right ticket 
to a future for Brazil.

Water Shortage 


No one 
worries much about the 
availability of water during the winter 
months. Then com es spring, boating 
enthusiasts take to the water, garden­ 
ers try once again to cultivate a minia­ 
ture garden 
of 
B a b y l o n , 
human 
water consumption increases, and sud­ 
denly water shortages begin to make 
the news headlines. 
Right now the Great Lakes are g iv ­ 
ing shippers the fits. Officials of the 
Canadian and U. S. governments have 
met several tim es recently to discuss 
the abnormally low water levels, but no 
solution seem s available short of a fav­ 
orable change in the weather. 
Lakes Huron and Michigan have re­ 
corded record low depths, as has the 
Niagara River between lakes Ontario 
and Erie. Some of the lakes are down 
more than a foot from last year, which 
also recorded low levels. The problem 
appears to 
stem 
mainly from light 
snowfalls during the winter months. 
Shippers, who are forced to carry re­ 
duced loads to reach some of their 
ports, are not alone in being inconven­ 
ienced by the Great Lakes drought. 
Some Canadian shipyards are threaten­ 


ed with c l o s i n g because of inability 
to launch new vessels. Thousands of 
jobs are in jeopardy at the yards. 
Even the mighty roar of the Niagara 
has retreated to a purr, reducing the 
output of hydro-electric plants along its 
shores. Billions of kilowatt hours could 
be lost at the Niagara Falls plant. 
Other sections of the United States 
and 
Canada 
will 
become painfully 
aware of their dependence upon one of 
nature's most common compounds as 
the summer progresses. Each new wa­ 
ter crisis seem s a bit worse than simi­ 
lar crises in the past. That is because 
water is in increasing demand by peo­ 
ple and there are more people to de­ 
mand it. 
An area as rich in water resources 
as the Great Lakes running dry is like 
the Mojave Desert running out of sand. 
But the fact that the level diminishes 
should sharpen the wits of everyone 
in a position to develop the means of 
producing and conserving reservoirs of 
fresh water. The only alternative in an 
expanding world is to suffer as a com­ 
mon occurrence the water shortages 
which are still rarities.

The Business World

NEW YORK (AP) — Tile fed­ 
eral government’s role in boost­ 
ing economic growth often takes 
the spotlight. But there are 50 
other performers without star 
billing 
who 
are 
contributing 
more to the show each year. 
State government spending is 
expanding much more rapidly 
than is federal. And the total 
now is more than three-fourths 
the size of the federal outpour­ 
ing for other than defense pur­ 
poses. 
The effects on home commu­ 
nities often is more stimulating 
than the outlays from Washing­ 
ton. And the constant increase 
in many states may do more 
than federal money to push the 
economy higher. This may be 
especially so next year when 
the federal role may be less. 
The states also taketh away 
even as they giveth. Tax rates 


tend to rise. And borrowings 
mount, with their lien on future 
taxes. 
The U.S. Bureau of Census 
shows the 50 states are now 
spending around $40 billion a 
year. The increase between 1950 
—with 48 states—and 1962—with 
50—was 170 per cent, compared 
with a 122 per cent rise in fed­ 
eral government 
expenditures 
for all purposes. 
And 
the 
average 
annual 
growth in state spending also 
outstripped that of the Gross 
National Product. State outlays 
went up an average of about 9 
per cent a year while the na­ 
tion’s total dollar volume of 
production of goods and serv­ 
ices was rising at an annual 
rate of around 5 per cent. 
State spending is for the tra­ 
ditional needs of growing popu­ 
lations, and also for many new 


service 
demands. 
Education, 
highways and public welfare get 
the biggest share. The money 
finds its way back into the econ­ 
omy quickly, through payrolls 
or construction or purchase of 
materials and goods. 
Consumer spending remain* 
the biggest prop of the econo­ 
my, with the variation in busi­ 
ness spending playing an impor­ 
tant role in the ups and downs 
of tile business cycle. But gov­ 
ernment spending — federal, 
state, or local—is a nearly con­ 
stant growth factor that buoys 
the 
Gross 
National 
Product, 
even when other forms falter. 
Although taxes went up, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Rich­ 
mond notes that spending rose 
faster than revenues. So gross 
debt of the states rose from $5.8 
billion in 1950 to $22 billion in 
1962. Ifs still rising.

When I suggested out loud the I 
other day that the automobile I 
companies ought to share some j 
of their productivity gains with 
the c u s t o m e r by way of low­ 
er prices rather than pass them 
all to labor in the form of wage 
increases and fringe benefits, I 
was b r o u g h t up short by an 
unusual argument. “If Gener­ 
al Motors and Ford,” so I w a s 
told by a conservative econo­ 
mist, “were to lower their car 
prices significantly, it would put 
Chrysler and the American Mo­ 
tors Company out of business.” 
Well, in a real price cutting 
war I suppose this might be 
true. But, with Detroit s t i l l 
in a fantastically good sellers’ 
market, there is no reason why 
a u t o m o b i l e 
manufacturer 
should cut his prices drastically.

who also consume, feels about 
dividing the “improvement fac­ 
tor” pie. 
Walter Reuther has spoken 
brave words in the past about 
h i s 
willingness to relinquish 
some prospective labor gains if 
the car b u y i n g public would 
benefit thereby. He, on his own, 
might poll his own union mem­ 
bers to see how many of them 
p r o p o s e to buy cars tor 
themselves during the period of 
time to be covered by the next 
union contract. He might dis­ 
cover that his own union stands 
to recoup by a price cut what it 
would be giving up by demand­ 
ing less in wages. 
Since polls always impress 
politicians, 
a customers’ pojl 
w o u l d have its effect o t h e 
Johnson Administration, which 
might be prompted by a tangi­ 
ble expression of opinion totake 
the customer’s side when it 
exerts its influence to avert an 
automobile strike in an election 
year. A f t e r all, t h e custom­ 
er, if he can only be organized 
as the customer, has more vote* 
than anybody else in the coun­ 
try.

The hoarse, husky voice is too 
often a source of unnecessary 
concern to the one who has it 
and to well - wishing friends and 
relatives. 
Could this fear be induced by 
the pointing finger on the bill- 
b o a r d that ominously instills 
anxiety with its caption, “O n e 
out of twelve and a half people 
with persistent hoarseness has 
cancer?” 
There are many simple and 
e a s i l y controlled causes of 
hoarseness. It is, therefore, un­ 
fair to oneself to live in terror 
that hoarseness always signifies 
severe trouble. 
This by no means suggests 
that hoarseness should ever be 
ignored or neglected. The cause 
of all hoarseness, whether it is 
of short or long duration, c a n 
be definitely established by sim­ 
ple examination of the larynx. 
The voice box, the larynx, lies 
in the neck below the Adam’s 
apple. Within the voice box are 
two n a r r o w , fine strands of 
firm tissue, which come to­ 
gether and vibrate to produce 
s o u n d . These are the vocal 
cords. 
The vocal cords come togeth­ 
er when 
sound is produced. 
W’hen a b r e a t h is taken, they 
separate. One cannot breathe 
and speak at the same time. 
Hoarseness is caused by any 
condition t h a t interferes with 
the perfect closure of both vocal 
c o r d s . Temporary hoarseness 
during a cold is produced by the 
swelling of the vocal cords. 
Tiny tumors (noncancerous) 
are a frequent cause of prolong­ 
ed hoarseness. T b a i r very 


names—“teachers’ nodes, speak­ 
ers nodules, singers’ nodes and 
preachers’ polyps” — indicate 
that they are produced by vocal 
a b u s e . They tend to occur in 
i people who use, overuse, and 


i abuse the vocal cords. Some­ 
times surgery of the larynx be- 
; comes necessary in these cases. 
It is a delicate, but safe pro­ 
cedure and brings gratification 
and “vocal health” to many 
patients. 
Cancer of the l a r y n x does 
sometimes occur. Strangely, it 
happens very rarely in women. 
But cancer is far less often the 
I cause of hoarseness than a r e 
the many other less serious 
r e a s o n s . Surgery and X ray 
treatment for c a n c e r of the 
larynx have an outstanding rec­ 
ord of success. 
The most effective treatment 
for ordinary laryngitis and some 
types of vocal polyps is vocal 
rest and inhalation of steam. 
Soft modulation of speech is im­ 
portant. 
i 
Whispering, however, imposes 
great strain on the larynx. Too 
frequently, patients think they 
are preserving their larynx, by 
whispering. Actually, the effort 
required for whispering is even 
more taxing on the larynx than 
is ordinary speech. 
Hoarseness is nature’s device 
for bringing attention to the need 
for resting the voice. The fear 
that hoarseness always means 
serious trouble is usually un­ 
founded. 
Find out the cause and spare 
yourself the unnecessary anxie­ 
ty about a condition that is so 
( often remediable.

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
sleuths overseas have discov­ 
ered that fireplaces can have 
ears.

Their biggest find 
announced last week, was 40 
microphones in the U.S. Em ­ 
bassy in Moscow. 
The Soviet microphones were 
relatively crude as spy devices 
go. But they defied U.S. detec­ 
tion for 12 years because they 
were so deeply embedded in the 
walls of the embassy and be­ 
cause they sent their signals by 
wire, not radio. 
The State Departm ent has a 
95-man security squad operating 
abroad, headed by a former FBI 
and Central Intelligence Agency 
officer, G. Marvin Gentile. 
Some of the overseas investi­ 
gators are engineering gradu­ 
ates 
who 
specialize 
in* elec­ 
tronic counter-espionage. Others 
do personnel security work, such 
as checking the backgrounds of, 
federal job applicants who have 


lived overseas. 
In Washington, the State De­ 
partm ent has a locked “cham­ 
ber of horrors” room for dis­ 
play of captured gadgets. The 
security men are briefed on the 
latest advances in eavesdrop­ 
ping technology. 
Armed with modern detecting 
equipment, the overseas investi­ 
gators travel out of Frankfurt, 
Beirut and Tokyo headquarters 
to “ sweep” official quarters in 
the more than IOO countries 
where the U.S. government has 
buildings, lf Congress votes the 
money, they will set up another 
headquarters in Africa. 
Even with the stepped-up pro­ 
gram. the security men cannot 
be IOO per cent sure they have 
uncovered all the spy devices. 
It is a standard rule for U.S. 
diplomats, especially in Com­ 


munist countries, to assume un­ 
friendly ears are trying to lis­ 
ten in. 
Just turning on a water fau­ 
cet or blaring a hi-fi set is not 
enough to offset a secret listen­ 
ing device. Skilled monitors can 
still pick out the conversation. 
The best safeguard devised so 
far is “ secure,” or bugproof, 
rooms specially constructed in 
embassies. Talk is possible in 
these rooms-within-rooms with­ 
out fear of eavesdropping. 
The embassies are regarded 
as easier to keep free of bug­ 
ging 
than 
diplomats’ 
homes. 
That’s because embassies have 
a 24-hour guard, while homes 
are often unattended or 
are 
visited 
by 
local 
people 
who 
could be agents. 
When the security men do 
turn up a hidden gadget, they 
face another problem: what se­ 
crets did the eavesdropper get? 
Also, they must check on what 
non-secret but still em barrass­ 
ing 
information 
the 
snooper 
might have picked up to use as 
blackmail against his diplomat 
victim.

Congress long ago tried to 
provide for the line of succes­

1947, Congress 
changed the law again. Now the

way: Speaker of the House, the

tem ­ 
pore and then the Cabinet. 
But eight tim es—when presi 
dents 
died in 
office and were 
succeeded by their vice presi­ 
dents—the 
country 
has 
been 
left without a vice president, as 
it is now. It so happened that 
none of the vice presidents who 
becam e president died in office. 
The 
assassination 
of 
P resi­ 
dent John F . K ennedy and the 
succession to the presidency of 
Vice President Lyndon B. John­ 


son, leaving the No. 2 spot va­ 
cant again, has forced the coun­ 
try to look a t the problem again. 
In a nuclear age like this, 
when an enem y attack m ight 
within a few m inutes rem ove a 
president 
and 
vice 
president, 
the problem looks vivid. 
But there is th a t other prob­ 
lem of disability. Since there 
was no law on the subject, P re s­

The American Saddle horse 
is without doubt the peer of the 
show ring.

Only a few horses reach the 
ultimate goal of being top con­ 
tenders. American Saddle Hors­ 
es are often referred to as t h e

today is a mixture.

The five gaited horse is one of 
the most spectacular and ex 
citing anim als in a horse show. 
It wears full mane and tail. In

Ike To Play Charity Golf 
With Palmer and Demaret 


ARDMORE, Pa. (AP) — Back 
before the turn of the century, 
President 
William 
McKinley, 
holidaying in Hot Springs, Va., 
created a national crisis by sug­ 
gesting that he would like to 
{day a round of golf. 
’’Horrors,” was the shocked 
reaction of his advisers. ”It’s too 
undignified. It could tear down 
confidence in the administra­ 
tion.” 
Some 65 years later — today 
over the renowned Merlon Golf 
Club—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er, the most avid of America’s 
golfing presidents, takes to the 
tee in a charity exhibition match 
with Masters Champion Arnold 
Palmer, veteran pro Jimmy De­ 
maret and dancer Ray Bolger. 
Nobody is shocked. People 
paying $50 and $100 for admis­ 
sion to the 18-hole benefit for the 
Heart Association of Southeast­ 
ern Pennsylvania are just curi­ 
ous. 
Does Ike slice or hook, like the 
weekend duffer? Does he blow 
his stack when he flubs a three- 
foot putt? Does be mutter an ex­ 
pletive when he leaves a ball in 
the sand? 
These were questions never 
answered during the eight years 
Eisenhower was president of the 
United States—1952 through 1960. 
The White House press was not 
allowed to watch him play. His 
score was classified information 
like the atom bomb or the moon 
shot. People only discussed it in 
muffled whispers. 
Now everybody will know. The 
former chief executive, a hale 
73 despite a heart attack and two 
other illnesses during his years 
in the White House teams with 
Palmer against Demaret and 
Bolger. 
The match starts at I p.m. 
(EST). 
Eisenhower was certainly the 
most-dedicated if not the best 
golfer ever to occupy the White 


House. To relax from pressures 
of his office, he took frequent 
golfing breaks at Augusta, Ga., 
site of the Masters tournament. 
He played every chance he 
got. Golfing cronies said he was 
a fierce competitor who shut 
himself off from the rest of the 
world when he teed off. He shot 
as low as 79 and as high as 95. 
His Mg weakness, friends said, 
was impatience. He played too 
fast, putted without studying his 
assignment. But he loved it all. 
It wasn’t always easy for chief 
executives to indulge in the fair 
way sport without drawing criti 
dam. 
When McKinley wanted to play 
in 
1897, 
shock 
reverberated 
through the halls of Congress. 
The Cabinet debated the propri­ 
ety of the action. The Bos­ 
ton Evening Record published a 
copyrighted story that nothing 
was wrong with a president play­ 
ing golf as long as he was shield 
ed from “curious onlookers.” 
The bulbous, 300-pound Wil­ 
liam Howard Taft didn’t care. 
He 
played 
regularly, 
even 
though it was hard for him to 
get the club around his expan­ 
sive midsection. He often took
